2012’s “Magic Mike” 
and its sequel, “Magic 
Mike XXL,” could 
have been so stupid, 
and I’m sure those 
who haven’t seen 
either one assume 
that they are. I mean, 
think of how cheesy 
a movie about male 
strippers could be. 
Based on the com- 
mercials, they barely 
seem like movies at 
all— just two-hour 
thrust-athons that give audiences who aren’t 
straight dudes a rare chance to ogle some- 
thing on screen. 

If you’ve seen the original, and when you 
see the equally good sequel, you’ll know that 
this franchise is anything but throwaway It’s 
more of a brilliant bait and switch, getting 
butts in the seats with the steamy stuff and 
delivering something far more enduring once 
they’re there. It’s a fluid essay on short- and 


long-term ambition, as well as a resonant 
portrait of male friendship, its characters 
completely comfortable with their sexual- 
ity and realizing that having thousands of 
women screaming for your body is kinda as 
hetero as it gets, bro. “Magic Mike XXL’ is 
everything “Entourage” wants to be and has 
no idea how to accomplish. 

His custom furniture business going OK 
but not great, Mike (Channing Tatum, whose 
real-life stripping experiences inspired the 
series, as you obviously know already) decides 
to accompany his old crew (Joe Manganiello 
as Big Dick Richie, Matt Bomer as Ken, 
Adam Rodriguez as Tito, Kevin Nash as Tar-

for ideas. If anything, “XXL’ is even more 
relaxed and natural than its predecessor, re- 
placing mediocre actress Cody Horn with im- 
mensely superior Amber Heard as an aspiring 
photographer Mike befriends on the trip. 

Though the movie’s a little light on 
conflict, it’s consistently informed by the 
decisions of how to live tonight and into 
tomorrow— and, yeah, reasonably stocked 
with some impressive dancing. It may sound 
ridiculous, but a change that the guys make 
in their routine to emphasize real aspects of 


their personalities makes a big statement. 
Strippers’ performances may be fantasies 
for the crowd, but they’re real for the people 
working. Observant and nonjudgmental of
